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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-2, 4-6, 8-19, and 21-33 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Geib discloses a device including a body defining a cavity, a wedge portion 
connected to the body via threads and encircling a support member received in the 
cavity, and a compression ring disposed in the cavity as discussed in the previous 
Office Action. 

4. Regarding independent claims 1,19, and 25, Geib does not disclose an upper 
surface with holes therein that receive the pins of a rotation tool. Johnson does 
disclose such holes and a corresponding rotation tool as set forth in the First Office 
Action. However, Geib and Johnson are non-analogous art and any combination 
thereof would require improper hindsight. 

5. Regarding independent claims 1 6 and 28, Geib further discloses an anti-rotation 
tab. However, this anti-rotation tab alone does not meet the claim requirement 
"means for preventing the anchor from moving relative to the ground surface in 
which the support member is positioned, in response to the torsional force," since 
the tab of Geib does not prevent movement in response to torsional force. Rather, 
the tab of Geib prevents movement by expanding and frictionally engaging the 
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surrounding "ground surface" when the wedge is vertically wedged into the outer 
sleeve. 

6. Regarding independent claim 29, Geib does not disclose an anti-rotation tab with 
electrical grounding means. Jones teaches an anti-rotation tab with electrical 
grounding means for a swimming pool ground sleeve as set forth in the First Office 
Action. However, Geib and Jones are non-analogous art and any combination 
thereof would require improper hindsight. 

7. Regarding independent claims 30 and 33, Geib does not disclose a spacer inside 
the cavity between the bottom plate and the bottom end of the body and that spaces 
the support member away from the bottom plate. Fitzsimmons et al. discloses such 
a spacer as set forth in the First Office Action. However, Geib and Fitzsimmons are 
non-analogous art and any combination thereof would require improper hindsight. 

8. All other prior art of record fails to teach these features in a manner that would be 
properly combinable with Geib. Any modifications to Geib that would arrive at the 
invention would require improper hindsight.
